Much  of  the  increase  in  volume  of  shipping  has 
been  due  to  the  large  number  of  motor  barges  carrying  gravel  and  sand 
frotii  the  Pmgringhoe  Sand  Works,  and  periodical  visits  have  been  made 
to  the  loading  jetty. 


V/ater  samples  were  taken  from  2 Admiralty  Water 
Carriers  refitted  at  Brightlingsea  and  also  from  one  new  motor  Mine- 
sweeper at  /ivenhoe  Shipyard.  All  these  vessels  had  multiple  water 
tanks  and  six  chemical  and  six  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  in 
each.  case.  Advice  was  also  given  on  sterilisation  of  tanks  and  pipe- 
lines by  means  of  proprietary  brands  of  Sodium  Hypochlorite.

On  one  occasion,  the  river  at  Colchester  was  very  discoloured 
by  Oxide.  'The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Eastern  Gas  Board  from 
whose  riverside  works  the  effluent  was  discharged. 

It  is  regretted  that  Mr.  R.  Boast,  having  obtained  an  appointment 
in  London  is  shortly  resigning  his  post  as  Port  Sanitary  Officer,  a 
post  which  he  has  held  for  eleven  years  with  conspicuous  suctess.
